Cheap Materials And Low 


Priced Coolie Labor Is 
Responsible For Jap Dol- 
lar Going Farther Than 
American—Total Of Jap 
Budget Is Not Disclosed— 
Secrecy Is Observed 


WASHINGTON. D. C , Oct. 8. — 


Figures being prepared today by gov- 
ernmental experts for use during the 
forthcoming armament limitation con- 
ference show that Japan is arming at 
a furious peace, a rate many times 
faster than any other world power. 


The figures are authentic so far as is 


possible to make them. 
They repre- 


sent the work of American observers 
abroad, the combing of statistics here, 
and are supplemented by such spe- 
cial Information as has been obtained 
thru special channels. 


From a fourth rate naval power be- 


fore the world war Japan has crept up 
until she soon will be on even foot- 
Ing with the United States and snap- 
ping at Great Britain's heels for naval 
leadership unless checked. 


The figures being prepared here for 


use of the American delegation at the 
armament conference show that the 
Japanese people now are staggering 
under a burden of naval armaments 
nearly three times greater la' propor- 
tion than that of any other people's. 
Thirty two cents out of every dollar 
of Japanese taxes go for the upkeep 
of the present navy and the tremend- 
ous new lighting machines now undei 
construction.

Scientists Who Visited Ca- 


nadian Fields Advise On 
Fall Control Measures 
"Nest to sfinsfloss panic, tho worst 


possible slate of mind is unbelief as 
to the reality of a threat, iiia'lo by the 
European corn borer against the "pros- 
perity of Ohio, and o£ the cornbelt 
states." 


This is the, view of entomologists 


of the Ohio Stato University who ac- 
companied a party of 30 American 
entomologists to Canada late in Sep- 
tember. 
The trip was 
to inspect 


fields of corn rendered by the borers 
absolutely unfit to harvest in this, 
only the second year, of the pest's 
known occurrence In Ontario. 


During the summer just past, the 


borer-has been found in Ohio. Light 
but virtually continuous infestation 
lias been uneartheti in every shore 
township of every lake county from 
Cleveland east, and in seven scattered 
townships west. 


In Ohio, as was the case in Canada, 


the first-year infestation 
is 
slight. 


Next year, say en^pmologists, Will 
go far toward determining just how 
great a toll the pest will take. Every 
agricultural Institution and organiza- 
tion will, it is planned, be mobilized 
before spring to make a fight.

being urged upon farmers in Otta.wa, 
Erie, LiOrain. Cuyahoga, 
Lake, 
and 


Ashtabttla, Countiesr where the pest 
has appeared: Cut corn close to the 
ground and early. Ensile the entire 
crop: this kills all borers. Plow early 
and so thoroughly as to cover up all 
vegetation remaning from the corn 
crop, conduct further cultivation so 
as not to uncover this vegetation. Be 
certain that no growth from infested 
fields Rets on manure piles.

County farm woman, 65 years old. In 
the 50 years she had lived on this 
farm, say rural engineers of the Ohio 
State University, this woman walked 
5,710 miles and carried over 2,000 tons 
of water. 


These facts arc among the most 


striking of a convenience survey just 
concluded by state extension workers 
in Lawrence and in other counties. 
At the farm In question they found 
a well 140 feet from the houso and 
6 feet below It . For a full half- 
century this woman had been making, 
she said, an average of six trips a 
day, sometimes lugging a bucket of 
water weighing 30 pounds and some- 
times two. 


At each such farm the surveyors 


took levels and made estimates on 
the coat of Installing running water. 
In this case all that was necessary 
was to lay the pipe and to move the 
old pump up from the well to within 
the kitchen.
